(irn«ral I.yon Tout Pli*i'**» ItnHf on Rer­ 
an! a* tieing Against the OerUion of 
the I’ltuburg Encampment, ann WHI 
Not Attrnd Till* Year. 


T he old soldiers who make up G en­ 
eral Lyon post of the Grand Arm? 
passed resolutions last n igh t that wilt 
soon be heard in every com m unity of 
the land where veterans of the late 
war m eet and recall events of the 
dark and stormy days when treason 
was ram pant and blood was the balm 
fo r a disrupted union. 
T he resolu­ 
tions which were ordered printed in 
tile N e w s R e v i e w follow: 
W h e r e a s, Tile war for the sup­ 
pression of the rebellion, and for the 
preservation of the life and integrity 
of this nation, was an Instance of th e 
uprising of a great people, influenced 
by the purest and most unselfish pat­ 
riotism. 
It possessed no elem en t of 
sordid avarice or unscrupulous am bi­ 
tion. 
Its 
memory 
gives 
renewed

I (opal House, which Is a public nui­ 
sance, Inasmuch a- -.lid building Is 
occupied and rented for living and 
business 
purposes, 
anti 
sanitary 
plumbing and sewerage are 
possible 
and necessary, but are neglected and 
refused.The sam e is hereby declared a 
public nuisance, and tho owner, agent 


to prevent carrying Hie disease from o r person having control of Uh 
one family to another. 
But there art 
those in particular to whom, although 
It would lie unnecessary if they lived in 
a big city where rigid inspection com ­ 
pels care, tile same warning must be 
given, viz., th e city physicians. 
N ot 
all of them by any means. 
There are 
some doctors who observe tile greatest 
of care in handling this dread disease, 
and it Is a good tiling 
East Liverpool 
is provided w ith them . 
But others 
are not. 
T h e law requires t h at pity 
slcians disinfect their clothing thor­ 
oughly after every visit 
to a ease of 
scarlet fever. 
T h is rule Is Tieing vio­ 
lated, and it Is high tim e the a tten ­ 
tion of tile public is called to it 
T he 
healtb 
of every man, 
woman and 
child is endangered by such careless 
ness. 
I t is criminal in the extreme, 
and 
if continued will undoubtedly 
cause an epidem ic of scarlet 
fever 
such as the city has never known. 
I 
for one, do not propose to have U n ­ 
kind of work any longer, and will not 
stand idly by and see Hie disease 
spread by the very persons who should 
do their utm ost to check it.

again occasion to refer to this the 
nam es of the offenders will be given 
so th a t the proper authorities may 
have a chance to open their eves.

On Jan. 11, 1668, 
tho Alabama W on 
Alabama 
lur first honor* in 
battle with a United 
Hi ut os ship of war. 
Com ll lander Ro rn rn** had laid his coniw 
for Galveston in tim expectation of de­ 
stroying a fl • •* • f of I Ilion Iran aport* rn 
moved to lie them, but instead hts look­ 
out reported (iv© vi ms* I- of war lying riff 
tho harbor. 
They wore enforcing the 
blockade, as Bom mn* soon discovered, 
and not earing to fight under tho cir* 
cumatauooN he hauled away, pursued by 
the Hatteras, an nom lad gunboat oou 
■truoted from a river steamer. 
The 
Alabama apparently ran from her an 
tagouidt a (Ii- lu i' of 80 miles. Mi an 
while night closed in, with no other 
vessel In sight. 
Hemmes lieut to quur 
ters, prepared fur action and w heeded to 
meet hi* pursuer. 
Captain Blake of the llatti ras was 
first to hail. Receiving the answer that 
tho ntrnngor was tho British eteainer 
Petrel, ho at the same time announced 
hi* ow’ii vo**ol, stating that ho would 
Beild off a bout. 
Huddenly a speaking 
tru m p et wa* heard on board the alleged 
British Petrel culling out, “ 'I Iii* i* tho 
Confederate ■teamer Alabama I” 
The 
announcement was followed by a broad­ 
side from the cruiser; but, sudden as it 
was, it found the Hatteras ready, hor 
ports open and the men at the gun* 
Tho vessels were wailing in the same di­ 
rection, about half a mile apart. 
Re­ 
turning the Alabama'* fire, the Hatteras 
Menmed ahead, a movement imitated 
tty the enemy, so that the two continued 
on a parallel course, pouring full vol­ 
ley* into nae Ii other. 
Captain Blake knew that hi* ship wa* 
the weaker of tho two iii lier hull and 
steamed for the Alabama, hoping to 
end tho fight by boarding the cruiser. 
Ha got within HO yards of her, where 
pistol and musket shote were exchanged 
between those stationed on the tops, but 
tho Alabama sheered off, planting at 
tho Hume time two shells in the hold of 
tile Hatteras and setting her on fire in 
two places. 
Another shell so«m pierced 
tho steam cylinder of the Hatteras and 
disabled her steering gear and pumps. 
The walking lieain had been shot away 
ami her iron plating torn off at the wa­ 
ter line, causing a bad leak. 
Notwith­ 
standing Ins plight, Captain Blake etui 
tinned to fight until tho Alabama stood 
off the how of the Hatteras, out of reach 
of her guns. 
Finding that the vessel 
W M rapidly sinking, lie fired a signal of 
distress and ordered tho magazine flood 
od t*i prevent an explosion. Tho crew 
then put off iii bouts, and two tut UU to* 
later tho Hatteras wont down. 
Tho Alabama was the nuperior vessel 
tx>tIi in gun* aud spi ed. 
She was also 
built for war, as tho Hatteras was not, 
and all her machinery lay below water 
lino.

W ashington, Jan. 13.—Senator Vest’* 
financial bill provides that all treasury 
notes aud gold and silver oijrtificate* 
shall tie destroyed and an ©qual amount 
of notes payable in standard gold and 
silver coin shall he issued and paid out 
instead of the notes. 
No ooin notes ot 
a larger denomination than $500 or 
smaller than $10 shall tie issued and the 
denominations higher than $50 shall not 
ex ceed one fourth of the total amount 
of the coin notes outstanding at any 
time. The ooin notes ar# to be legal 
tender for all debts. 
The second section repeals all laws 
which authorize the owners of gold or 
silver bullion to deposit it and receive 
gold or silver certificates and the seer# 
tary of the treasury is directed to re 
eeiva no more coin or bullion In the 
future. 
Section 8 provides that the gold cer­ 
tificates now outstanding arc to be paid 
in gold coin aud the stiver certificates 
in standard silver ooin or coin notes 
If the gold iii the treasury amounts to 
less than ♦ IGO,OOO,(KYO, exclusive of that 
necessary to redeem gold certificates, 
they are to be redeemed in silver coin; 
if more than 1100.000,000 the secretary 
of the treasury, in the exercise of his 
discretion, may redeem in either gold or 
silver coin. 
Section 4 makes it unlawful for any 
national bank to issue bauk note* or 
currency and all acts authorizing such 
issues are repealed.

ed in the treasury by national banks to 
secure circulation in the case of national 
banks retiring their circulation or going
